^  HK  .school  year  has  closed  iiiider 
circuiii.staiices  that  are  most 
gratifying,  ami  for  which  the  friends 
of  the  .school  .should  be  devotedly 
thankful  to  Divine  Providence.  The 
change  made  by  the  trustees  in  llie 
method  of  conducting  the  boarding 
department  has  resulted  most  satis- 
factorily. The  health  of  teachers  and 
pupils  was  phenomenally  good. 
Every  life  was  .spared.  Mi.ss  Leonard's 
fall,  that  suggested  grave,  even  dire 
possibilities,  proved  to  be  but  a 
temporary     injury.  The       hospital 

remained  unused  until  the  day  of  the 
beginning  of  the  State  K.xaminatioiis, 
when  the  doctor  opened  it  for  a 
blooming  ca.se  of  measles.  The  un- 
certainty arising  from  changes  in  the 
faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the  \ear 
has  been  most  happily  dispelled. 
Facts  indisputable  establish  the  truth 
that  the  high  standards  characterizing 
this  scliool  are  fully  sustained  and  in 
some  particulars  advanced  in  the 
departments  affected.  Ivvery  student 
recommended  to  the  Slate  Board  of 
Ivxaminers  was  approved,  though  the 
number  in  the  Senior  Class,  roi,  was 
I'.igher  than  ever  Ijefore.  The  morals 
of  the  school  made  it  unnecessarv  that 


there  should  be  a  single  expulsion, 
though  the  total  attendance  niountwl 
to  the  unprecedented  number  of  752 
1  different  students. 

The  religious  life  has  been  strong 
and  active,  pervading  the  whole 
institution  bringing  most  wholesome 
influences  to  bear  upon  the  lives  of  all. 

Not  for  many  years  has  music  been 
cultivated  as  widely.  Not  only  have 
a  strong  chorus  and  an  orchestra 
.strengthened  the  .singing  in  chapel 
but  the  .sound  of  the  chorus  exercises 
also  has  cheered  many  an  hour  for 
weary  workers  in  all  parts  of  the  main 
building.  Field  .sports  have  been 
pursued  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Phythyon  in  greater  variety-  and  with 
a  greater  measure  of  success  than  in 
any  previous  year. 

Kven  the  hedge,  which  was  our 
pride  and  which  seemed  to  have  been 
frozen  out,  has  come  on  with  a 
rapidity  and  vigor  that  assure  its 
continuance  as  one  of  the  strikingly 
attractive  features  of  the  campus.  1 

It  seemed  to  be  too  much,  to  expect ' 
that     Commencement     week     closing 
such   a  year  of  pro.sptrity,  should  pass 
without  adversity,  yet  every  part  of  it, '.

Religious  Notes. 

The  Chri.stian  A.ssociations  were 
this  spring  very  fortunate  in  securing 
Dr.  Lucas  of  the  Butler  street  M.  E- 
church,  Pittsburg,  to  preach  the  an- 
nual .sermon.  The  greatness  of  Christ 
or  Christ  as  Master  was  the  central 
thought  of  the  discourse.  In  intro- 
ducing his  subject  Dr.  Lucas  referred 
to  the  permanency  of  the  influence  of 
Christ's  life  in  that  it  has  retained  its 
power  through  nineteen  hundred 
years. 

Political,  social,  intellectual  revolu- 
tions and  evolutions  have  but  placed 
Christ  at  the  head  and  front  of  histori- 
cal character  and  .shown  him  to  be  the 
great  example  of  Divine  influence  in 
the  world  today.  Even  science  has 
succeeded  in  doing  nothing  more  than 
pull  down  the  surrounding  scaffolding 
thus  revealing  more  clearly  the  Christ, 
Master  of  all. 

In  the  realm  of  literature  He  was 
and  still  remains  Master.  His  inter- 
pretation of  the  Old  Testament  writ- 
ings and  His  knowledge  of  historical 
fact  indicate  an  acquaintance  with 
literature  current  in  His  time  quite 
equal  to  that  of  the  .scholar  about 
him.  Though  Chri.st  was  not  a  writer 
of  books  He  has  been  the  subject   and 


inspiration  of  more  bcoks  than  anjr 
one  man  or  influence  in  all  time. 
The  Old  Testiment  prophesied  and  the- 
New  Testament  verifies  the  prophesies 
as  touching  the  character,  mission 
and  life  of  Christ.  All  profane  liter- 
ature testifies  to  His  truth,  beauty, 
greatness  and  majest}'. 

Dr.  Lucas  likened  the  progress  of 
learning  to  a  man  walking,  advancing 
one  side  at  a  time — locomotion  is  a 
series  of  falls  and  catches.  Oxford  at 
one  extreme  would  make  strong  men 
while  the  German  education  at  the 
other  would  fit  men  for  work.  Christ 
combined  the  two  and  stands  before 
us  a  good  citizen,  a  learned  man,  pre- 
pared for  the  task  laid  before  him.  It 
has  been  said  that  England  and  the 
United  States  can  whip  the  world. 
Better  to  have  said  thej-  can  lead  the 
world  to  Christ.  This  difference  with 
all  that  it  can  mean  and  might  accom- 
plish is  just  the  effect  of  the  influence 
ofChri.st'slife. 

While  the  Master  of  literature  and 
science  and  learning,  Christ  was,  as 
no  other  ever  has  been  or  ever  will  be, 
the  Master  of  life.  Societj-  is  at  pres- 
ent constituted  in  what  it  is  because  of 
the  life  and  teaching  of  the  perfect 
man. 

In  closing  Dr.  Lucas  made  an  elo- 
quent plea  that  tho.se  to  whom  he  was 
addres.sing  his  thoughts  would  avoid 
the  one-sided  growth  which  follows  a 
development  of  the  intellect  without  a 
balancing  development  of  the  soul.  In 
the  final  judgment  we  shall  be 
measured  as  we  have  followed  the 
example  set  and  as  we  have  improved 
the  opportunities  pre.sented. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a 
very  successful  one  in  every  depart- 
ment of  work  in  both  Associations. 
The  organizations  being  more  thor- 
ough, plans  are  matured  and  executed 
much  more  readily  than  in  the  forma- 
tive days  of  A.ssociation  life.

Speaking  of  Christ  as  man  and 
teacher.  Dr.Owens  mentioned  three  ele- 
ments whic'.i  made  His  word  and  action 
authoritative.  First  of  all  He  knew 
without  doubt  the  certainty  of  the 
message  whicli  had  been  given  him  to 
deliver.  He  also  recognized  the  truths 
He  taught  as  of  the  most  vital  import- 
ai;ce  to  mr.nkind  and  .so  impressed  His 
hearers  Chri.st  was  a  student  labor- 
ing diligently  and  long  just  as  the 
student  of  today  must  labor  before  he 
can  acquire  th-e  knowledge  which  will 
cau.se  his  fellows  to  respect  his  opinions 
and  ace  pt  his  Slattaeuits  as  fact. 

Tiie  S-'cond  element  aiieutioned  was 
the  ieeling  wiihin  Christ  Himself,  that  [ 
He  must  speak;  that  His  message  I 
must  without  fail  reach  the  ears  of| 
men.  Christ  did  not  depend  on  His 
knowledge  to  give  power  to  His  words  | 
but  ratluT  «,pent  much  time  in  prayer 
and  coniinuiaiom  with  God.  Even  His 
strength  was  jjot  siifficient  in  itself. 

The  third  element  contributing  to 
the  success  of  Christ  as  a  teacher  was 


that  He  cared  for  those  He  taught. 
His  life  without  its  great  love  for  those 
whom  He  would  serve  would  have 
been  a  failure.  As  with  Christ  there 
would  have  been  no  power  had  He  not 
loved,  so  with  the  teachers  of  today 
there  must  be  a  genuine  interest  in 
and  a  love  for  the  taught  as  well  as  a 
knowledge  of  the  subject  in  hand  and 
a  sense  of  duty  in  imparting  that 
knowledge  to  others. 

Throughout  the  sermon  Dr.  Owens 
kept  Christ  very  close  to  the  thoughts 
of  his  hearers  by  showing  that  though 
Divine,  He  was  still  as  human  as  the 
rest  of  us  and  had  to  meet  the  problems 
of  life  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as 
do  we.  Another  thought  emphasized 
strongly  was  the  one  that  we  while 
human  possess  as  teachers  an  element 
of  Divinity  and  hence  have  laid  upon 
us  a  responsibility  which  cannot  be 
disregarded.  In  closing  Dr.  Owens 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Christ 
did  not  always  succeed  in  his  efforts 
to  draw  men  to  him  and  hence  we 
must  not  feel  discouraged  if  not 
always  successful.

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Dickson,  the 
president's  address  was  given  by 
George  Feit.     His  remarks  were  brief 


but  very  much  in  order.  The  piano 
dutt  was  of  such  a  nature  as  to  be 
appreciated  by  all.  Miss  Gessler 
spoke  with  composure  and  held  the 
audience  with  ease.

Space 
will  not  permit  us  to  give  a  complete 
synopsis  of  the  address,  but  it  was 
scholarly  and, presented  in  Dr.  Moffat's 
own  style,  pleased  the  large  audience.

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ATHLETICS. 

Tlie  Baseball  season,  closed  by  a 
second  victory  over  Altoona,  was  the 
most  successful  that  the  school  has 
ever  had,  having  won  ii  out  of  17 
games  played.

THE  SECOND  KISKI  GAME. 

Never  in  the  historj'  of  the  school 
has  there  been  such  an  outbreak  ot 
enthusia.sra,  such  a  paroxism  of  uncon- 
trolled joy,  as  that  which  greeted  the 
team  on  its  return  from  Saltsburg  with 
the  second  victory  over  Kiski  on  June 
3d.  The  entire  .school  was  lined  up 
along  the  Model  .school  walk,  and 
between  these  living  walls  of  shriek- 
ing, roaring,  bellowing  humanity  the 
victorious  nine,  preceded  by  a  band 
and  followed  by  one  hundred  rooters 
who  had  cheered  them  on  to  victory,  I 
marched  on  to  glorj-.

.sounds  in  the  dining  room,  where  the 
entire  school  and  half  the  town 
crowded  around  the  feast-laden  tables 
of  the  victors,  gazing  with  admiration 
on  their  every  move,  beggar  descrip- 
tion. Following  the  feast  speeches 
were  made  from  the  front  porch  to  the 
crowd  gathered  on  the  terrace  and 
drive  below,  and  the  celebration  was 
concluded  with  an  immen.se  bonfire 
and  fireworks  on  the  ball  field.  It  was 
near  midnight  when  the  excited, 
throat-sore,  but  happy  .students  were 
finallj'  persuaded  to  retire  to  their

panied the  team  on  its  southward 
journey  and  made  the  staid  old  town 
of  Saltsburg  quake  with  the  reverber- 
j  ations  of  their  ceaseless  cheers.  From 
the  bluff  across  the  river  Kiski  looked 
calmly  down  upon  the  turbulent  scene, 
undisturbed  in  her  dignity,  certain  of 
victory  through  a  confidence  born  of 
being  at  home.  The  time  of  the  con- 
test drew  on  apace.  The  adherents  of 
the  rival  teams  were  lined  up  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  diamond,  the 
Normalites  along  the  first  ba.se  line, 
the  Preps  along  the  third  base  line. 
After  a  brief  warming  up  by  each 
aggregation,  Overturf  took  his  place 
in  the  box,  Owens  was  called  to  the 
bat,  and  Umpire  Mainhart  shouted 
"Play  ball."
